Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Health  Report 
for  the  year  1942,  this  being  the  twentieth  one  presented  by 
me  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


The  population  of  the  District  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  mid-1942  was  29,920,  as  compared  Avith  31,370 
last  year. 

The  l>i]‘th  Rate  for  the  year  shoAAual  an  increase,  tins  ix'iiig 
16.4  as  against  13.1  last  year. 

A  decrease  took  place  in  the  Death  Rate,  this  being  equal 
to  11.9  per  thousaiid  of  population,  as  compared  Avith  13.2 
last  year. 


An  increase  took  place  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  auz.  : 
52  per  thousand  registered  births,  as  against  37  last  year. 
OAving  to  the  sinall  numbers  involved,  this  Rate  is  liable  to 
fluctuate. 


A  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  took  place,  this  being  due  to  a  much  smallei-  number 
of  case's  of  Measles  l)eing  reported. 


In  pre'senting  this  Report,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  tlie  kind  help  given  me  by  the  Council  and  its  Officers. 
In  particular,  I  AAn)uld  like  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  loyal 
and  efficient  service  remh'red  by  all  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Depa rtment.

— D'liring  the  year  492  Births  were  registered  as 
belonging'  to  the  District,  of  which  249  were  males  and  24o 
Avere  females.  This  is  equal  to  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  l(i.4 
per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared  Avith  13.1  last  yeai-.

A  new  cesspool  cniptier  ^vliich  had  been  on  order  for  some 
time  was  delivei'cd  in  June  and  immediately  put  into  com¬ 
mission,  thus  allowdng'  the  existing  machine'  to  return  to  the 
makers  for  a  much  needed  overhaul.  This  machine  had  been 
ill  use  continuously  for  6d  years,  and  Avhen  returned  after 
overhaul  should  still  have  a  number  of  years  of  useful  life- 
While  Ave  have  been  very  fortunate  up  to  date,  the  question  of 
repairs  and  replacements  causes  some  concern,  and  the  question 
of  delay  due  to  breakdoAvns  must  not  be  overlooked. 

Military  occupation  of  premises  in  the  area  has  again  had  a 
considerable  eifect  in  increasing  the  Avork  of  the  machine 
(luring  tliA'  year  under  revieAv.

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HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION. 

Thc’  ('olledion  of  liouse  refuse  and  salva^'e  is  carried  out  l)y 
direct  labour,  four  vehicles  beiuy  employed,  ^\dlile  a  recoii- 
ditioueci  lori-y  obtained  in  1941  is  used  exclusively  for  the 
collection  of  salvage  from  village  dumps  and  from  premises 
\\  heT‘’C  tlie  amount  of  salvage  is  too  great  to  be  collected  by 
the  liouse  refuse  vehicles  on  their  routine  collections. 

The  major  difficulties  experienced  during  the  year  have  been 
replacement  of  staff  ;  tliree  women  are  still  employed,  and  it 
ivill  ])robabiy  be  necessary  to  increase  this  number  in  due 
course.  Tlic  majority  of  the  remainder  of  the  staff  consist  of 
men  over  military  age  or  unfit  for  Military  Service. 

During  the  year  under  review  this  Council  participated  in 
two  National  I^aper  Contests,  also  in  a  special  drive  for  nom 
ferrous  metals,  and  in  the  Kent  County  General  Salvage  Drive. 
Satisfactory  results  were  obtained  in  each  case. 

D'ver  4()0  tons  of  salvage  (consisting  of  paper,  bones,  liottles, 
jars,  laigs  aiid  metal  of  all  types)  was  disposed  of,  and  the 
ifK'ome  from  the  sale  of  tins  sahuige  i\'as  approximately  £1,555. 

Agaij]  gi'eat  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  the  Salvage 
StcAvards  and  children,  particularly  in  the  more  isolated  parts 
of  tlu'  District.  Voluntary  organisations  (avIio  retain  the 
p]'Oceeds  fi'om  the  sale  of  salvage  collected  by  theinselves) 
disposed  of  over  lOO  tons.
